DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 6 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. None of the references of record teach or 
suggest a method of forming a grating (in conjunction with claims 1 and 7) at room 
temperature. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 , 7-1 1 and 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Heming et. al., U.S.P. No. 5,480,687. 

Homing iet. al. 687' teaches (Figs. 1-5) a polymeric optical waveguide device and 
method of making same comprising: forming a monomode core layer waveguide 3 
which can be either a planar waveguide or a rib or strip waveguide placed on a 
synthetic resin substrate 1 and a quartz backing 4 wherein pressure and UV light is 
used to fomi (by pre-curing and final curing) a grating layer on the core layer in which a 
tool is used to press/cure the grating (Please note UV curable resins inherently include 
both monomers and photoinitlators) In a desired section of the core while leaving side 
bar regions, which clearly fully meets Applicant's claimed limitations. 
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The following references are also cited by the Examiner as being pertinent prior 
art: Pettigrew et. al., U.S.P. No. 4,657,780 (Figs.1-2), Choquette et. al., U.S.P. 
No.6,245,412 (Figs.1-2), Choquette et. al., U.S.P. No. 5,861,113 (Figs.1-2) and Heming 
et. al., U.S.P. No. 5,369,722 (Figs. 1-5).
